rey Cypress. This tree has the advan¬ 
tage of standing hard pruning and 
may thus be shaped to suit any posi¬ 
tion. It can also be kept from becom¬ 
ing too tall. Other coniferous treea 
may be Introduced, but those should, 
be chosen that do not grow too rapidly 
or too tall. 

Inter-planted with the coniferous 
trees should be some flowering shrubs 
and also some plants that carry berries 
in the winter. In choosing the latter, 
plants that have thorns should be 
avoided because they are apt to be s 
nuisance In a spot where people are 
constantly moving about. One would 
sugge-st for the flowering shrubs such 
subjects as the Japanese cherries.; 
'jrtuma and crobe. and for the berried ■ 
plant* colonesaleis of various kinds. 

In some cases It may be advisable 
to introduce some herbaceous plants, 
but If they are planted tne» must be 
ro arranged that they will not be In 
the way or deurart .rom the useful¬ 
ness of the corner for whatever pur¬ 
pose It Is intended. 

In the cose of the garden house and 
the garden bench, stone paving may 
be introduced with good effect if the 
taste of the owner runs that way. 

If the corner Is on a slope, steps, 
properly planted, may be made a very 
interesting and sightly feature. 

These are simply suggestions, not 
to be carried out as described, but to 
leant he reader on to developing some 
Idea of his own in the treatment of 
• he odd corner.

To plan i garden with • few

not only attractive hut useful. 

If the whole garden has been 
planned, as It should have been, os 
an out-of-door living room, let us 
then consider the odd corners as.the. 
den. 

Tha garden corner must, of course, 
be planned In keeping with the rest 
of the garden. If the garden Is a formal 
one. a little garden house, which may 
be eimple or elaborate In draign. will 
be in keeping. Such a garden house 
should be placed for enough away 
from the boundary line to allow of the 
planting of a suitable background so 
as to make the area somewhat se¬ 
cluded. 

Perhaps the corner might be used 
as a garden nook for the children. If 
this idea la to be carried out a large 
sand box would moke s very suitable 
central feature,* surrounded by s pro¬ 
per planting of shrubs and located far 
enough - away from such planting to 
allow lota of room for tire children 
to play without unduly damaging the 
shrubs. It was be as well, In planning 
such a corner, to have it visible from 
some window in the house so that 
the children can be under the eye 
of some grown-up person. 

I'M OF BENCHF.* 

No place Is better suited for a bench 
th*n an odd corner of this kind A 
curved gench, perhaps, would be 
better than a straight one. and a 
planting of two or three specimen 


shrubs at each end of the bench.' 
shrub* that will stand pruning and | 
shaping would be best. A planting of 
evtrgreen* as a background would com¬ 
plete the feature. 

Another way of treating such a 
corner would be the construction of s 
pool. Water tn the garden la always at¬ 
tractive and a little lily pool In such 
s corner, particularly if the exposure 
is south, would be most attractive. 
Water- l ilies could be gr o w n in the- 
pool and * suitable planting could be 
made as s background and. perhaps, 
gross might surround the pool on 
three sides with overhang.ng maples 
or willows at the hack. The actual 
planning of the pool as to shape and 
stae will depend upon the location of 
the garden and the taste of the gar¬ 
dener. 

Another treatment of such a garden 
nook is to make a planting that will 
insure privacy, and a little lawn upon 
which may be placed table and chairs 
lor the purpose of dining out of doors 
In our climate, however, this is sel¬ 
dom comfortable. 

In the case of the sand box and the 
garden seat, shade Is desirable, but 
for the pond full sun should be avail¬ 
able if one lx to get tbe best out of 
the water-lilies. 

VALLE OF BACKUROl ND 

These are Just a few suggestions for 
making an odd corner attractive, but 
no doubt many more Ideas will occur 
to the gardener. The background in 
most canes will need to have st least 
a percenuge of evergreens. These 
should be chosen with s view to quick 
growth and planted fairly thickly, 
even If some have to 6e removed later 
on.

March 19.—Flat- 
roofed. unadorned except for the lat¬ 
tice work of the balcony over the front 
entrance, Ita plastered walls stained 
add peeling with age. la the Church of 
San Felipe Pueblo. 

Built upon the banks of the Rio 
Orande in tha village of San Felipe 
or Katlahtka. halfway between Albu-| 
querque and Santa Fa. New Mexico, 
tha church la conspicuous to thoee 
passing through tha obscure village. 

Unfamiliar with mathematical ex¬ 
actness were the builders, whoae pa¬ 
tient hands smoothed to flowing lines! 
the walls of the adobe church. The 
prerent building was erected between 
1700 and 1725. and Is the third church ! 
to serve the Ban Fellpeans slnoe they 
accepted Christianity. 

The building is Ion* and narrow ! 
The dim recca* of the chapel cool, and 1 
barren of bench or pew. The primitive 1 
altar with its crude little images and 
ornaments, the faded altar clotha, the: 


whitewashed walla glistening In the^ 
faint light, are very interesting. 

The first church, erected shortly I 
after 1598 by the Franciscans, was de-; 
stroyed during the Pueblo' revolution i 
in 1680. as were all record* and church 1 
ornaments. During the thirteen years 
of Indian control the Christian religion 
waa forgotten, and the villagers moved 
their town to a new location on the 
top of Black Mesa, a little above the 
present pueblo. 

Alter reconquest a church was built 
on the level hilltop, only to be aban¬ 
doned a century later when the In¬ 
dians again moved down on the river 
bank. There the present church was 
erected, and for 200 years ha* been 
serving tha needs of the faithful. 

Interesting to note is the fact that 
the Franciscan* who established the 
first church, and who were expelled by 
the Mexican regime in 1823. have

July future lost almost 
as much, being off 4% at 64%. and 
October at 65% was 4%-% cents 
lower. 

The first reverse occurred early In 
the week when Chicago Interests, 
selling Winnipeg futures against Chi¬ 
cago purchases, forced prices down 
nearly two cento. Values iqoved with¬ 
in a narrow range In quiet trading In 
mid-week, but another break took 
place Friday when It was announced 
the United States Farm Board con¬ 
templated disposing of Its large wheat 
and cotton surplus abroad.

STARTED SCHEME IN IRIS 

The first proposal for a harbor 
bridge w?.* made in 1815. Those early 
champions, however, could not solve t 
the problem of a bridge across a sea 
channel varying from fifty to seventy 
feet in depth. In 1879 and 1880, the 
city having shown every sign of a 
healthy permanence, the bridge became 
a lively Issue and In 1B88. the centen¬ 
ary year. Sir Henry Parkes fought and 
won an election on the bridge Issue. 

It was not until 1P01 that It began 
to look Uke a practicable scheme. In 
that year, world-wide tender* were 
called, and two to three years later 
an official- committee recommended 
the acceptance of one for g 1.900.000 
(•9 500 000 * Changes of government 
spelt the doom of that project^ and 
ten year* went by. with the need be¬ 
coming ever more acute, but still no 
bridge In 1911. a definite proposal 
was put before the public works com* 
irl\te«. and following prolonged dis¬ 
cussions and delay, a bridge bill was 
passed through the Legislative Assem¬ 
bly In 1916, only to be rejected by the 
Legislative Council. It was not until 
1922 that the government finally de¬ 
cided upon Its construction.

I London—Commercial London won¬ 
der* iT the duties Imposed on foreign 
' goods will lead to a revival of evasion. 
Ingenious tricks used to be resorted to 
in the old protection days. 

For instance, a certain Importer who 
wanted to evade the duty on gloves 
ordered his suppUee from abroad al¬ 
ways to be sent In two boxes and 
packed according to his private In¬ 
structions. Cne box was always to be 
addressed to Folkestone, the other to 
London. When the boxes duly arrived 
he invariably refused to pay the duty 
( on them, end the customs authori¬ 
ties therefore put them up to auction 
at the respective ports.

greatest poets have had neither form nor comeli¬ 
ness. and yal they have been miracle workers in 
the world of ideas. I was never more impressed 
with this strange magic power of the poet than 
I was two years ago when I visited Dove Cottage. 
Ambleslde. In the English Lake District, where 
William Wordsworth lived during ten of the most 
productive years In hie long literary life. The 
Rule house is.in practically tha same condition 
as it was when he dwelt there over a century ago 
The rooms are small; the ceilings are low; several 
of the rooms are paved with flagstones. You see 
the bed In which the poet slept, and across the 
small room th* oak stand with Its yellow ewer 
and basin where he washed hls fare and hands 
In cold water every morning. The kitchen and 
scullery are pitifully small and Ill-lighted. The 
only room that seemed to me to have any possi¬ 
bility of being made comfortable is the study. It 
contains little or no furniture to-day. but th# 
walla have a valuable display of framed poems 
In Wordsworth’s own bandwriting and of pictures 
of the poet and members of his family. And when 
you come out of the building you have a distinct 
disappointment i i seeing the little garden which 
climbs up a little hill behind the cottage; many a 
poem was composed there xs the poet walked up 
and down, but you are not surprised that he did 
most of hls verse-making aa he wandered along 
country roads on hla two serviceable and sub¬ 
stantial but. according to Da Quincy, awkwardly- 
shaped legs. 

THIS POET LACKED PEEK ON AL CHARM 
' And what manner of man waa this Immortal? 
The Rev. H. D. Rawnsley. Tor many years an 
Anglican divine tn Keswick, gathered reminis- 
cencpi of Wordsworth amongst the peasantry of 
Cumberland. Thu oiu Inhabitants whom he Inter¬ 
viewed agree that the poet was "not lovable In 
th* face.

by some of the timber enemies of that far-off 


the yellow sandstone Is remarkably free from 
animal remains and would appear to have been 
laid down under flood conditions. In certain 
Tertiary formations in California, well exposed in 
the Santa Clara valley, such eoftiah yellow un- 
fossiliferous sandstones are found of great thick¬ 
ness. However, ours are not wholly without fossils, 
scarce as they are. 

Near by, a layer of pale clay a few inches thick 
shows quiet water when the streams from the land 
were dropping the lightest part of their load much 
closer to shore. Occasionally, though not so fre¬ 
quently as lower down, layers and lenses of gravel 
and pebbles occur, pointing to some unusual 
activity of the streams or to the separating powers 
of currents. But to Judge from the appearance of 
all the beds and of the fossil shei!*. there cannot 
generally have been any great violence, for the 
shellf are not usually broken and little if at all 
worn. Yet there must have been some consider¬ 
able transportation of sheila, because her* In one 
of the blocks la a cluster of barnacles, and as they 
are imbedded in sand It la likely they traveled 
*om* distance. Yet on* of them is complete with 
the opercular plates, showing that the animal was 
still within this particular one when the cluster 
came to rest. Aa Is well known, most of the loose 
clusters of barnacles picked up have the shells 
empty, and for perfect ones we have to go to the 
rocks or timbers where they have their abode. 

Somehow the barnscies. more than any others 
of the fossils, seem to give a touch of familiarity 
to tlisas relics of ancient days Barnacles are 
familiar to us on every coast, and unless we are 


specialists there la enough likeness Jn the sessile 
or unetalked ones to make them easily recog¬ 
nizable as What they are—Just plain barnacles. 
Even they who go down to the sea In ships cannot 
get away from these persistent crustaceans that 
foul the hulls of the vessels below water with 
their craggy encrustations, while the whales have 
special barnscies of their own, very htftidsomely 
shtflled ones. too. 

AN AI.DER SI.IDE 

At the far end of the cliffs there has occurred 
this winter a slide of timber from above. The 
sandstone cliffs are topped by glacial deposits In 
which clay plays an important part, and as it la 
easily weathered the upper part dopes back 
slightly and makes a footing for vegetation. It la 
wet enough to furnish, even in the heat of sum¬ 
mer. moisture to the cliff*, below, sometimes 
enough to maintain a continually dripping spring. 
Mosses, ferns, mimulua. paint-brush, goat's-beard. 
butter-bur, furnish tbe lower growth, and great 
alders rise overhead, anchored in this superficial 
soil and bending outwards towards the sea Such 
a condition Is not a very stable one. and every 
now and then, for one reason or another, there 
comes a shivering among the tree* as If they were 
shaken by an earthquake, and the whole surface 
of the slope, mosses, ferns, flowering plants, 
shrubs and trees come* hurtling down to crash 
upon the beach below. And this is what has hap¬ 
pened at this particular point. Thirteen Urge 
alders lie broken and splintered out over the 
beach, their branches and trunks confusedly In¬ 
termingled. The wounds they have received look 


almost painfully, realistic, for beneath the alder’s 
outer bark lie* a vivid red which simulates blood. 
In thla particular Instance the crash seems to 
have been started by two great fire swept up 
against the cllffa and their superstructure by a 
storm, thus loosening the steeply sloping surface. 
At any rate, there they lie beneath, the top of one 
some fifty feet to the left resting up against tha 
•till flourishing alder growth. 

RIPPLE M1I1KS 

Thla slide and some other smaller ones as wall 
as the general movement of water from the sum¬ 
mit of the cliffs has brought down to the beach 
a great deal of silt, and thla appears not only 
where It haa actually reached the shore, but all 
•long to greater or less extent. This. 1 think. It M 
that Is specially responsible for the development 
of a new feature on the shore: the ripple marks, 
which are extremely well developed. Their pro¬ 
duction la due not only to the material but to tho 
fact that this material la spread out over a very 
nearly horizontal surface over which the shallow 
water Ils affected by the wind In such a way that 
Its movements are Impressed on the finer-grained 
material and are retained there moulded In Its 
impressionable surface. Such ripple-marks are 
found In the older consolidated tediments. and I 
recall one very fine example at Cordova Bay in 
the white clay near Cormorant Point. 

The tilts and ripple-marks do not cover all tho 
shore. Here and there flat tables of reddish- 
weathering sandstone rise, their surface often 
dotted with fossils. A very small species of mussel 
Is one of the commonest in this reddish rock. In 
between are shallow pools or. where these are 
drained off. the silt I have spoken of. Almost 
wholly burned In it where no ripples appear, are 
the oval forma of chitons, another curious form of 
shall animal, resembling very much a limpet, but 
having Its shell in pieces, which are set In a 
leathery and usually roug h cover, which m all 
species except one exposes tbe plates in tho 
middle. They are alow and unattractive animals. 
They are. however, the only creatures of the shore 
in sight except a few limpets, although If a boul¬ 
der be turned—no easy task on tbe rip-rap beach 
—a scuttling crowd of variously colored and sized 
crabs will be seen. But while marine animals are 
not easily found, here are two bumble-bees, 
beautiful golden brown and black fellows who 
seem as yet scarcely in touch with the world to 
which they hav# juat awakened, for they are well 
out from the land with Its Cftaa and plants, and 
moreover, seem rather captivated with my ancient 
sweater of blue.. 

Collecting my treasures I ensconce myself in 
a sunny corner among the fallen blocks and look 
out upon distant BherrIngham— whoso lighthouse 
la out of alght—and the far-off blue of the western 
Olympics The hillsides in vie* are all densely 
covered with alder, and the catkins that cover 
them give to them In the distance a purplish hue; 
those near at hand are of a dark copper color. 
The tide la now coming in fast with the sound of 
tha waves as they break against tbs rocky plat¬ 
form However much the landscape changes, the 
sea with all Its attributed fickleness seems more 
persistent by far. Perhaps I may be pardoned for 
quoting some lines I wrote a few years ago on this 
very coast: 

*■ "The breakers of the western sea 

Their rhythm cease not, day or night, 

In summer's calm plaelduy. 

In winter's war of clamorous might 

“The sharp, salt air and ocean breeze 
Quicken the mind by swifter blood; 

The elder world's remains It sees. 

8tlll facing bravely to tbe flobC 

"Here once the molten lava .flowed; 

Here rose again the rocky crest; 


pocket# now sand-filled, but once the home, each 
of them, of Q* living animal that made It, I find 
here and there fragment* of white shell or e cast 
of the original in tome degree of perfection. There 
is no mistaking what these fossil remains belong 
to: they are the shells and caste of a species of 
date-shell or Zlrfsea that seams to have been to 
common In Miocene times aa almost to be ac¬ 
cepted •• a time-marker of the period. 

The date-shells have so crowded themselves 
into the log which they chose to bore that their 
shells and caste are packed together so closely 
that sometimes there Is only the merest akin of 
wood between the Individuals. They vary greatly 
In alee, some of the specimens being at least four 
inches long, while others are leas than half that 
site. It would seem. too. that aa in the modern 
borers of the seme group that frequent our coast, 
the pboladld* the front part of the shell was un¬ 
closed in the young. The specimens are much 
flattened and crushed, as are many of the layers 
of other shells found In the cliffs. In this respect 
the Muir Creek xlrfaeas differ from those I found 
a few years ago at French's Bay. where the caste 
are quite symmetrical. Those were in a ahaly 
sandstone and were all upright In the beds they 
had bored Into, the Infilling sand perfectly pre¬ 
serving their form and attitude. 

A GROl'P or BARNACLES 

It Is Interesting to go from block to block and 
notice the various conditions under which the de¬ 
posits were laid down. A very large amount of 


while Instead of passing out to sea tn an almost 
direct line the river now turns somewhat abruptly 
to the left, leaving In front of It and to the right 
a hook of shingle four or five feet high In places 
and a triangular sheet of quiet water between 
The elevated hook seems to have replaced or to be 
an enlargement of the old bar across which the 
Muir used to break so picturesquely. 

After following the bouldtry portion of the 
beach, aceentuated by the changes of the past 
winter it Is pleasant to come to a stretch of sand. 

Just at Its beginning there He* beside a group 
of boulders the carcase of an octopus or devil¬ 
fish. to give It Its more popular and alarming title. 
Pew animals have had quite ao many dreadful 
stories told about them as these curious creature* 
of the sea. They are related to our common shell 
animals and are placed as the third of the three 
families into which the molluscs are divided So 
that when you feel that there is something ob¬ 
noxious to you In the Ides of dining upon devil¬ 
fish. remember that he Is little more than a 
glorified and much more active oyster It Is worth 
white booking at our devil-fish as he lies limp and 
motionless Iq, death. His eight arms are sadly 
helpless now. but you can see the alternate cup¬ 
shaped discs with which tn life he fastens himself 
on his prey or move*, below water from rock to 
rock. Each disc resembles in form a coral's calyx, 
having similar radiating divisions but with a 
small round opening In the centre which com¬ 
municates with a cavity In the Interior Of the 
arm where a piston-Uke organ operated by special 
muscles makes the disc a most efficient sucker 
There are about a hundred of these sucking discs 
on each of the tight arms, or some 800 in all: the 
adhesive powers of the animal can be realised. 
In addition you will see there In the centre of 
the united arm* a dark brown beak, not at all 
unlike that of a parrot Thla Is another of tbe 
weapons or instruments of the devil-fish, enabling 
It to tear open tbe shells of crabs and other 
similar victims. 

Our dead devil-fish haa a total stretch of arms 
of about four feet, yet he Is not to be looked upon 
In spite of this and his remarkable equipment for 
war and locomotion as a dangerous animal or¬ 
dinarily. He la chiefly found about such rocky 
places as bathers and swimmers do not ordinarily 
frequent, and^ although he la quite • common 
feature of the coast I have never heard of anyone 
among the thousands of our bathers who has suf¬ 
fered harm from one of thee* creatures. It Is true 
I have heard stories of fishermen who have been 
attacked in their boats. I am yet unconvinced of 
any danger Of the kind In these waters. The 
octopus naturally la much more likely to keep out 
of the way of such a strange being as man than 
to attack him. Nature has equipped him physi¬ 
cally and—shall I say’—mentally .for quite other 
prey. Of course In southern seas, where the devil¬ 
fish attains much greater proportions, another tale 
may be told One with S'diameter of twelve to 
fifteen feet would be a very u ipleasant fellow to 
fall Into the clutches of; but so far aa I know 
•uch dimensions are not discoverable here. 

A «IIELI.-UORi:D LOG or LONG AGO 

Aa the cliffs are approached It la plain that 
the past winter has been marked by much erosion 
and falling of rock Not only have the cllffa 
suffered, but the platform of sandstone that runs 
out from their base to tbe low-water mark has 
been worn down. too. by tbe heavy seas and the 
material furnished them. New surfaces are being 
displayed to the explorer of the *horj and new 
finds become possible However, one’s attention 
Is first given to the debris M the cllffa. and here 
In ope of the greet blocks I Rrtd a piece of ancient

T HE BRIGHT blue March sky is unclouded save 
lor A few delicate arlapa of white that mark in 
the southeast the direction of the light wind. By 
the roadside the aalmonberry buds are opening 
their pleated leaves and ’showing occasional peeps 
of crimson petals. The wrens sing in the thickets 
and once a Macglllivray's warbler flies past, show¬ 
ing Its helmet and cape of bluish grey. Here and 
there a dandelion or a rose-tipped daisy brightens 
the grass. But the abundance of bracken which 
In summer gives so rich and verdant sn aspect to 
the open hillside*, the banks, and the edges of 
the woods, now In Its drab dead ness of winter 
dulls the landscape by Its concealment of such 
lowly herbage as ihere Is. Behind everything is 
the persistant shrilling of the frogs. 

Vogel's Lagoon, so much shrunk in summer 
that one Wanders knee-deep in the golden grass, 
sedges shd rushes, is now a broad lake, its shal¬ 
lows barely marked by the tufts of herbage that 
rise scantily above tbe quiet water. A flock of 
butterballa rises quickly and disappears behind 
the bushes, and on the far side other ducks steal 
In and out among the shadows of the pines. 
Tufwell, first of the three main streams be-

marked wood* and In its exit to the sea the 
traces of the recent rains. It Is much too wide 
for creasing, and so the shore way must be aban¬ 
doned for thw longer road. Just as I turn back 
Into the woods a tortoise-shell butterfly who has 
survived the winter In some sheltered spot files 
by. a pilgrim In a well-nigh flowerleas land and 
where he must seek long for cqpipanions. Then 
comes the rise by the new road, where already the 
alders press along Its borders In a dense forma¬ 
tion of young growth. High up on the Bkookum 
Oulch ridge I rest awhile to look out over the sil¬ 
very sea with the cold, snowy ridges of the 
Olympics beyond. Down below, a few small 
spruces and clusters of sword-fern set In a de¬ 
pressing bareness are all Shat remains of that 
lovely tree-shadowed glade In which my com¬ 
panions and I spread our blankets nearly seven¬ 
teen years ago. The stream that meandered among 
the soft mosses is still there, but all Its old beauty 
la long since gone. 

As Muir Creek is approached more Is seen of 
the ravages of the recent rains. The gullies cut 
in the read way and the little flood-plains of sand 
are eloquent of the force of the waters as they 
cut their way down tha steep hillsides to the sea. 

A STRANDED DEMI.-FISH 

The Muir looks little other than usual at the 
bridge and the path through the woods on the 
further aide la even better than I have at times 
found It. The clear yellow of the skunk-cabbage 
la appearing everywhere, sending up Its shoots 
through the dark swamp soil. The outer leaves 
are brownish, but when these are left behind the 
brilliant green and yellow apathaa with tha flower 
column within recall at once the related white 
Srums of Eastertide. It is interesting to know 
that tha akunk-cabbage of our woods Is just as 
familiar on tbe other side of tha Pacific: all down 
tbe Asiatic shore as far as Japan It la well-known 

Muir Creek ahowf the effects of the'floods 
very strikingly near the mouth. For some years 
the river has itsued by comparatively barrow 
steep-sided channel cut through deep beds of 
cod re* gravel and ahinglf. Now the east side has

For example, jmi might get 
a fertilizer that contains about four 
or five per cent nitrogen, ten per cent 
phosphoric acid, and six per cent pot¬ 
ash. and apply it at the rate of five 
pounds to each 100 square feet of 
surfsoe- That would be at the rets 
of a little more than a ton to the acre. 
This should be spread broadcast and 
worked into the soil during the har¬ 
rowing or raking following ploughing 
or epading.
